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Hereas the Lozds Spititual and Tempozal, and Comtitonsin this

as DINER A RE preſent Parliament Allembled, have by their Addꝛels to Us, made 
SERIES known unto Us, That they are deeply ſenſible of the ſad and 
SSIS calamitous Condition of this Our Kingdom , occaſioned by the 
TIE Impious and Hozrid.Conſpiracies of a Popiſh Party , who have 
Oy WS not only plotted and intended the Deſtruction of Our Royal 
= pPerſon, but the total Subverſion of the Government and true 


e RMeeligion eſtabliſhed amongſt us, and that the ſame deteſtable Ma⸗ 
„ chinations are ſtill obſtinately pꝛolecuted by them, as well by fo⸗ 
menting Diviſions amongſt Our Loyal Proteſtant Subjects, as 
| al other the moſt wicked Contrivances, notwithſtanding the many 
| AE _ _ - Diſcoveries thereof by Gods great Mercy and wonderful Providence 
lately bzought to light. All which dzeadful Judgments are now impending over us molt 
deſervedly foꝛ our many and grievous Sins, and cannot otherwiſe in humane reaſon be p2e- 
vented, but by the varticular Bleſſing of God upon the Conſultations and Endeavours of Out 
great Council now Aſſembled in Parliament; Have moſt humbly belought Us that a day 
may be moſt Solemnly ſet apart, wherein Dur Self and all Our Loyal Subjects may 
by Faſting and Pꝛaper endeavour a reconciliation with Almighty God, and with humble 
and penitent hearts imploze him by his Power and Goodneſs, to divert thoſe Judgments, and 
defeat the Wicked Counſels and Devices of Dur Enemies, to Unite the hearts of Pur 
Loyal Pꝛoteſtant Subjects, and to continue his Mercy and the Light of the Goſvel to Ms 
and our Poſterities, and moze eſpecially to beſtow his abundant 2Bleſſings on cur Self and 
this pzeſent Parliament, that our Conſultations and Endeavours may pꝛoduce Honour ; 
Safety and Pꝛoſperity to Our Self and Our People: We have to this their humble Requeſt 
moſt readily inclined, and do by this Pur Royal Pꝛoclamation Command a General and Pub- 
lick Faſt ta be kept thzoughout this whole Kingdom, in ſuch manner as is hereakter directed 
and pꝛeſcribed. that ſo both We and Dur People may ſend up Our P2ayers and Supplications 
to Almighty God, to, and foꝛ the purpoſes akoꝛeſaid. And to the end that ſo Religious an 
Exerciſe may be perfozmed at one and the ſame time, We do hereby Publiſh and Declare to all 
Dur Loving Subjects, and do ſtraitly Charge and Command, That on Wedneſday, being the 
Two and twentieth day of December inſtant, this Faſt ſhall be religioufly kept and celebzated 
thzoughout Dur Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed. 
And that the ſame may be perfozmed with all Decency and Unifozmity, Wie, by the Advice of 
Our Reverend Biſhops; have Directed to be Compoſed, Pꝛinted and Publiſhed, ſuch a Fozm of 
Divine Service as We thought fit to be uſed in all Churches and Places at the time afoze- - - 
ſaid, and have given Charge to Our Biſhops to 1 — the ſame accoꝛdingly. All which ie 
do hereby erpreſly Charge and Command ſhall be Reverenfly and Decently obſerved by all Our 
Loving Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty God, and would avoid his Wrath 
and Jndignation againſt this Land, and upon pain of undergoing ſuch Punihments as We 
may juſtly inflict upon all ſuch as ſhall contenin oꝛ neglect ſo Religious a Duty;
